LONG-KEEPING BUTTER. 


Row to Prepare ft Gilt-Edge Article In Sum- 


mer for Winter Use. 


I would not make butter to pack. 


Butter should be eaten when new, and 
not bo kept any great length of time. 


system of making butter can hold 


captive the delicate, fine aroma of but- 
ter tttat exists, when first made. There 
is a next stage of flavor which is more 
lasting, and it is this flavor we must 
bold on to in long-keeping butter. 


Good-keaping butter for winter calls 


for no different process than any first- 
class No. 1 butter receives, and fine 
butter, well-packed, is a good keeper. 
One of the essentials, in making good- 
keeping butter, is a well-balanced ra- 
tion for the cow to make milk from, 
and grain should be fed to that end. It 
jives not only solidity to the fats in the 
milk, but a complete proportion of tho 
proper elements that go to make up a 
perfect article. Having good milk and 
a proper place in which to set it, expe- 
dition, should characterize the opera- 
tion of butter-making, so that there 
shall be as few chemical changes in tho 
cream as possible, and thus keep the 
material perfect. 


If open-pan setting is practiced, tho 


cream will not require very much 
ripening, and it should be churned 
upon the first detection of acidity. If 
several skimmings are necessary for a 
churning, then, the best way is to keep 
tho cream as cold as possible until 
enough has been secured, thoroughly 
mixing the cream each time new is 
added, then warm and stir the cream 
up to seventy degrees and cool gradu- 
ally down to sixty degrees and churn 
as soon as the cream is slightly acid 
—not a pronounced sour. 
By this 


method cieam can be obtained of uni- 
form condition, and as nearly as possi- 
ble ot an "age." Also avoid scalding 
milk, for line butter making. 


No plan for making butter for long 


keeping is complete that docs not cm- 
ploy the granular brine washing of 
butter to free it from butter-milk. At 
the granular stage churning should 
cease, to allow the fluid separation of 
the butter-milk. 
The lowering of tho 


temperature with cold brine hardens 
the butter globule, and aids in freeing 
it from its film of butter-milk which 
yet, partially at least, surrounds it. 
The brine adds to the gravity of the 
butter-milk and makes tho butter come 
to the surface with more distinctness. 
This should bo repeated, using a little 
salt each time, to keep up this line of 
separation until the brine comes away 
clear. 
The cold biine has kept tho 


color of the butter unimpaired, and 
the Him of biinu which now surrounds 
each globule instead of butter-milk, acts 
as a seal to hold color and flavor, not 
only for the moment, but in a measure 
in the future. 


Tho salting is important, so that tho 


grain of tho butter may not be injured. 
The amount of salt is far less essential 
than care in thoroughly mixing it 
through tho mass, and not break up 
the granules of butter. The surround- 
ing of each of these little globules with 
a film of dissolved salt is all that wo 
can do in tho preservation of butter, 


is now an accepted doctrine that 


salt has very little to do in keeping 
liutter, and sol would salt long-keep- 
"ng butter when very wet, so that the 
salt would all dissolve, and then work 
t only enough to press out the surplus 
moisture. 
Butter should have about 


ifteen per cent, of moisture, and if 
;his fifteen per cent, is dissolved, salt, 
evenly distributed about tho globules, 
in amount a little less than half an 
ounce to tho pound, tho office of salt is 
at its limit and any further demand for 
salt is to satisfy an abnormal taste. 


This butter, packed in good brinc- 


soakcd packages, closely sealed with 
wet &alt, closely covered fiom the in- 
fluence of tho air and sot in a place 
where the temperature is uniform at 
about forty-five degrees, will keep. In 
such a temperature I have kept butter 
a year with good success. 
Prepaicd 


paper, water and air proof, for tho 
lining of butter packages, is far prefer- 
able to brine, and the expense is not 
o>er two cents per package, and it 
saves lots of "bother." Dsc only the 
best salt, and that which on trial will 
all dissolve in water. Never let butter 
freeze, as it takes out the tnoibtmc and 
makes the butter 
"mealy."—John

Where Phthisis Strikes. 


In a consideration of pulmonary 


consumption, Prof. Hirsh reaches those 
conclusions- 1. Phthisis is everywhere 
prevalent—being a disease of all times, 
countries and races—but it is lare m 
pol.ir regions, and r.iror still at high 
altitudes. 
2. It chiefly results from 


overcrowding and bad hygiene. 3. 
Heat and cold by themselves have no 
influence. 
4. Vamp, with frequent 


changes in temperature, predisposes to 
the disease, but dampness of the soil 
has more effect than humidity o' the 
air. 
5. Occupation has a most impor- 


tant, butchietih indirect influence, ac- 
cording to its tendency to gord or bad 
hygienic conditions. Prof. Hirsh finds 
the world's death rate from phthisis to 
be three per 1,000, or nearly one- 
seventh of the mortality 
from all 


causes. In Vienna the rate is 7.7 per 
1,000; in Berlin and Dresden, only 3 8; 
while among nomad tribes, the Kir- 
ghiz of Central Abiannd the Bedouins of 
Arabia, the disease is unknown except 
when the members wiange their habits 
and live in towns.—Arkansaw Traveler.

NEW'YORK, Aug. 4.—Thomas J. Mooney, 


the alleged crank who threw a bottle of ex- 
plosive fluid on the decfc of the Queen, yes- 
terday, was arraigned to-day. He re- 
fused to deliver up the keys to his trunk. 
He was searched, and the key found in his 
shoe. The prisoner became very demon- 
strative, saying that his rights as an 
American citizen were shamefully ignored. 
All the prominent Irishmen pi the city 
deny any knowledge of Mooney. ,Mooney'a 
baggage, consisting of two valises,, was 
taken to police headquarters to-day, and a 
machine exactly similar to that thrown up- 
on the steamship Guyandotte, a number of 
fuses, and a quSntity of powder, supposed 
to be highly explosive, were found. 


Moouey said that he was not an ex-con- 


vict. 
Twenty feet of water-proof 
fuse, 


taken from Mooney's trunk, was laid upon 
the desk in court, together with many 
glass tubes.. The detectives said these 
were part of Mooney's infernal 
mechan- 


ism. Then Mooney said that he was an 
inventor; that he is now engaged on a tor- 
pedo boat, and that he had received let- 
ters from the Secretary of the Navy about 
the torpedo boat. He had, he said,/1 also 
been in communication with the Secretary 
of the French navy. He had not yet se- 
cured a patent, and did not want his busi- 
ness exposed. Thare were also produced 
in court a package of acid, a box of 100 
triple-force, 26-caliber blasting caps, a 
package of sugar and package of chlorate 
of potash, and a brass faucet machine for 
filling bombs with acid. "For every blow 
the English give the American flag I shall 
give another as long as I live," said 
Mooney. He was committed and locked 
up to await examination as to his sanity. 


A BAD MAHKSMAN. 


Promiscuous Distribution of Bullet* at 
Short Eang-e.

A Singular Decision. 


Tho Department of tho Interior has 


recently made a veiy singular decision. 
A soldier named William Hedgspeth en- 
listed early in the war, was captured and 
taken to Anderson\ille. Thero he had 
offered tlie opportunity to enlist in the 
Confederate army with a chance to os- 
cape thrown in, or the alternative of re- 
maining in prison and starving to death. 
H e chose the former, and two months 
later deserted and joined his own regi- 
ment, remaining until discharged on ac- 
count of wounds received after his re- 
turn. His application for a pension was 
rejected by Gen. Blick on the grounds 
that one who had voluntarily served in 
the Confederate army could not, accord- 
ing to the law, be pensioned. An appeal 
was taken to Secretary Lamar, who, in 
spite of tho fact that the solicitor-general 
of the department gave an entirely ad- 
verse opinion to Black's ruling, sustained 
General Black. 
Commissioner Black 


proceeds upon tho theory that it was tho 
duty of Hedgspeth to have remained in 
Andorsonvillo ami to have died; that he 
enlisted to die for his country if neces- 
sary, and that having enlisted in the 
Confederate army, DO matter for what 
purpose, ho is burred from obtaining a 
federal pension. To this the reply will 
be made in Congress in support of a bill 
for special relief, that, by the military law 
of all nations it is the duty of a soldier 
when c.iptured to escape if he can; that 
he is at liberty to resort to any means 
while under duress to accomplish that 
object, and that he can not be made to 
suffer for acts committed while under 
duruss. Tho applicant made the one 
great mistake of his life by deserting 
from the Confederate army.

It is the duty of the board to examine this re- 
port, and if there shall appear to be a balance 
of salary due the sheriff, and he shall have pre 
viously paid into the county treasury any fees 
collected hy him, the board shall make an order 
ou the county treasurer in favor of hint lor the 
balance so found..due to him; provided, the 
amount of such order shall not exceed the 
amount of fees previously paid into the treasury 
by him. If at the end of his term there is a 
balance ol salary due lilm, and there, shall not 
be a sufficient amount of fees collected by him 
remaining in the county treasury to pay .such 
balance, it shall be paid to him out of the fees 
earned by him during his term o£ oliice, v\heii 
afterwards collected by ills successor.

No 
fees for conveying prisoners to the penitentiary 
and re.form school have been reported as collect- 
ed; and we find fees collected from parties te 
suits which have never been reported its collect- 
ed.The statute provides the sheriff shall have for 
attending the circuit anil county courts, to be 
allowed and paid out of the county treasury, as 
follows: Three dollars per day when attending 
the circuit court, aud two dollars per day when 
attending the comity court, sitting for probate 
business at tlie request of the judge, the time to 
be certified to by tlie judge. We llnd the sheriiT 
has swelled the amount of his earnings by 
charging attendance on the probate court every 
clay it has been held, irrespective, of. the tact 
whether lie was in attendance or not at the re- 
quest ot tl\e judge, or whether he was in attend- 
ance at till.
